Jun e 21.- The nomination 
of Senator Charles v . Fairbanks for 
vice president was regarded as settled 
last night when Now York dot hl«*>i to 
ca ' her seventy-eight votes for him. 
W h ile it 1 ih se« rned i fori v»ne conclu­ 
sion for some time that flu* Indiana 
senator would be Mr. Roosevelt's run­ 
ning mate, 
there have been 
efforts 
made to bring out other candidates 
and start a stampede of delegates for 
some 
other man. 
These 
attempts 
failed almost in their inception and it 
early became apparent that Fairbanks 
was the choice of 
most of tht 
dele­ 
gates. 
,\t>w 
York's action was more 
lormal than that of other states and 
practically 
settled 
all doubt, 
e\ou 
among those w ho were opposed to th«* 
Indiana man. 
Considerable criticism has b< *n di­ 
rected at St nator Fairbanks because of 
his failure to >i* finitely declare his po 
sition, 
All that it has been possibh 
to obtain from him was a statement 
that he did not consider the honor one 
which a. rnati should seek or >• * < lit.«, 
ami that it the party wanted him and 
needed him 1 » would accept, although 
he was not a candidate and would not 
allow the Indiana delegation t«> ex­ 
press it self in favor of his nomination. 
This litiit nie so-nied t<» irritate some 
of the 1* ad* rs, 
-aw no reason why 
the senator should not come squarely 
out wit li a formal statement.

bridge; Nebraska for 
John L. W eb­ 
ster and W isconsin for Form er Gov­ 
ernor Scofield. 
No doubt before tb** 
ballot is completed all these states will 
change and cast their votes for Sena 
tor Fairbanks, making the nomination 
unanimous. 
Indiana, acting upon the wishes of 
th«* senator, w ill not present his nam t, 
but it is expected that other states are 
ready to do so. 
Possibly the nomina­ 
tion w ill come from Alabama, the first 
state on the roll.

According to the researches of M. 
Em ile Yung, ll)** sense of sm ell In the 
snail seems to be located not only in 
th** feeling organs, but all over the 
body, as experim ent proves that th** 
snail eau perceive odors by’ means of 
sensory cells w hich ar** placed in d if­ 
ferent parts of utile body’ quite apart 
from the special organs w hich might 
lie supposed to I m* Ids only means of 
sensation. Th** id**;} of sensory cells of 
this kind distributed over the body of 
an anim al is an interesting one and is 
clearly brought out in M. Yung's ex­ 
periments, w hich form the subject of 
a paper read before til** Academ ie des 
Sciences, 
lie observes til** large snail 
(H elix poinatiui, which Is com mon in 
France. 
It has been generally adm it­ 
ted since the observations of Moquin- 
Tatidon that the snail bas a good sense 
of smell, and the organ is seated in the 
term inal button at the end of tile large 
feelers. lien ee the term of nasal organ 
w hich lie gives to tin* latter and tile 
expressions olfactory’ ganglia, or phlno- 
phorie, etc., w hich a number of scien­ 
tists now use for designating these 
nerves and ganglia. 
The w riter explored th** body of the 
helix w ith a cam el’s hair brush dipped 
in a noncorrosive odorant, sud) as es­ 
sence of cham om ile, 
lh* finds that if 
th** olfactory* sensibility exists in th** 
largo feelers it is not localized there 
exclusively*. Tho small feelers, the un­ 
der part, the skin of the back and. in 
fact, the entire surface not covered by 
th** shell are affected by the odor. The 
numerous experim ents w hich he made 
show that tin* snail is still in tin* stage 
of diffusion of tho olfactory sense and 
can, in fact, smell odors at all parts of 
ins skin, as Fin d er already supposed. 
Tilt* feelers arc mort* sensitive to odors 
than on the back, etc., hut. contrary to 
tin* opinion of Moquln-Tandon. a snail 
w hich had its four feelers am putated 
dbl not change Its m anner of living 
and w as able to find Its food. 
It also 
fled 
from 
disagreeable 
or 
harm ful 
odors, A m icroscopical exam ination of 
the different nerve cells did not show 
an y reason for giving a special sense 
to one part of the body to th** exclu­ 
sion of tin* other. The cells differ from 
one another by their num ber only. iii* 
considers that tin* cells ar** capable of 
receiving different sensations, such as 
shocks, heat, odors. etc. As to th** dis­ 
tance /it w hich the snail can smell 
odors, ho places a dozen or mon* snails 
(w hich have l>een deprived of food) in 
a circle and puts different kinds of 
food in the center. 
W h en the snail 
perceives the odor he is attracted to­ 
w ard tho middle. 
In most cast's the 
attraction took place at a sm all dis­ 
tance, 
an 
inch or more. 
I )istnnees 
higher than this wen* obtained only by- 
foods giving a very strong odor, very 
ripe melon.
